' PHE. SUICIDE OF A SOLDIER, 

An inquest Waa held this afternoon in the 
library room of the Army Medical. Depart- 
mont at the Wollington Barracks on tho 
death of Willian Plyer, a private in the 
Boffa. Me A. Ci Wise, tho Coroner, pre- 
sided ; and the jurors wero Messrs ¥.H. 
Mosca, A. HA. Chinoy and J, Y. de P.

John Richard Dodd, the first witness 
called, snid he was a surgeon in the Army 
Medical Dopartmont. It was his duty to 
yinit the Sanatorium on Monday and Thurs- 
day this woek. He visited it on Monday 
morning and saw all the inmates, including 
deceased, who complained of having o pain 
in his head and attacks, of giddiness, He 
sv pointed out a slight wound on the loft 
side of hin head, which ho snid ho hud sns- 
tained from falling whilo suffering from 
nn attack of giddiness, Witness directed 
tho orderly to attend to his head, prescribed 
tho necessary medicine, and wld hin to 
keep qnict until the next visit, and not to 
leave the building, but if he wanted to take 
exercise to walk on the verandah, Witness 
gavo theao dircetions to prevent decenaed 
being ‘exposed to the sun, - Decenaed was 
-porfectly rational on Monday, and displayed 
no signa of a molaucholic or guicidal ten- 
doncy,  Witnoss knew nothing of deccased’s 
private alfuira, Witness considered the 
attacks of giddinces were of an epileptic 
nature, Ib was well known to madical men 
thnt epiluptics were Hable to sudden atiacks 
of temporary inganity. Witness did not 
sec Plyor again until after hisdenth. There 
were wounds in the throat whichehad 
divided the most of the great bluo t vessels 
ofthe neck, These, in his opinion, chused 
death. ‘The razur shown might have caused 
these wounds, which wero such as might 
havo been ‘inflicted by decoased himeelf, 
provided ho was right handed. They com- 
menced-on the loft side and. terminated on 
the right, where they wore deepcat. ; 

Thomas Dovan, private in,tho Buils, said 
that a little after seven o'clock on the 
niorning of the 17th instant, just as witness 


at the Samitorinm ho heurd deceased say ho 
thought he had forgotten something and 
that he wanted a shave, Witness took no 
more notice at the time, but a few seconds 
afterwards, as he was putting on his socks, 
hie anw deceased deliberately draw a razor 
across his throst twice, Witness had, no 
timo to prevent it as he was tov far off. 
Deceased fell down. A slight panic occurred 
in the room at the timo. | The orderly ‘was 
called in and ho reported tho matter ind 
two hours afterwards the body vas re-. 
moved. ~ Witness had only known deceased 
intimately for the Jast five days. Te al- 


ways appeared to baa dull, very melancholy 
sort of aman, infact he was a man who 
never aeomed’ to caro to associate with 
others, 

Thomas Giles, Colour. Sergeant in the 
C Company of the Bufis, raid ho had 
knawn the deceased sinco April lat. He 
helonged to witness' company; he was named 
William Plyer, He always seemed. to wit- 
neay to have a great troublo on his mind, 
and since he came into witness’ compaay, 
fourpenco a day had been stopped from his 

ay to transmit to his wife and_ child. 
That seemed to put him ont. Ho had 
twen under treatment sinco March 14th, 
He always seemed to bo down ov his lick 
in every shapo. He’ juined the Regiment 
avout tivo years ago. 

This was all the evitlenco, and the jury 
rotnrned a verdict that decensed committed 
suicide while labouring under a fit of tem- 
porary insanity. 

Plyor was buried this afternoon,

A direct telegram from’ London, which 
we published Inst night, stated ; ‘The Gov- 
eror of Yunnan, is: summoned to Peking. 
It is reported that he will be punished for

sninteresting account of the career of his 
patron. This account has beon forwarded 
to us from tlie famous old city of Hang- 
chow, where the General is now sojourning. 
Jn hia letter enclosing the account, ‘tha Ge- 
noral refors tu dho rumour of the death of the 
Governor, and adds that reports. were 
current in Bang-chow that he waa not dead. 
but had only been deprived of his office of 
Governor of Yunnan, and allowed to remain 
in command of the Yunnan tropps acting in 
Tonquin. Judging from the telegram quot- 
ed ebove, this rumour is nearer tho truth 
than the one’ of his death, The Goneral 
further says -that the Governor of Yunnan 
is as good a man for organizing the. defence 
of Tonguin and the borders agaiuet the 
French aa the Chinese Government is likely 
to be able to place in the field, but he was 
hampored in his movements by-tho Governor 
Goneral, who. was 4 conceited Chinaman of 
the old stamp... The. General's, account of 
the diegraced official is as follows :-—~ ~ . 

It was in the year 1896, that. tho Govern- 
ment of Ssil-chuan, huving subdued the va~ 
rivua bands of rebels that hud for years 
ravaged that flourishing province, ttrned 
their attention to the pavification’ uf the 
neighbouring provinca of Kuei-chou. 

With that object in view, the authorities 
selected. H, EL Tang’ Ngo-luo, a native of 
Kuei-chou, who had distinguished: himself 
tu 2sa-chuan,: to.be commandor-in-chief of 
a military expedition to hia native province, 
Ngo-lnv, who, at the time of which we are 
writing, had attained his forticth year, was 
only a Jiterary graduate, -having. failed to 
obtain the tach coveted dectorste and Han- 
lin’ scholarship.

T alone woluntocred to. go without any 
other agreemont than the promiso of 
a passage back {o Hankow,. if ty 
services wero not found acceptable, or I 
found the terms oifired ingullicient or un- 
satisfactory. Accordingly sailing from Han- 
kow about the 18Lh of June, and passing 
Shu-shih, Ichang, and Kuei-fu, wo reached 
Chung-ching about the latter ond of July. 
Hero wo learnt that tho oxpodition had 
already started and the troops were in 
the field, J was therefore sont off to join 
it in Kuei-chon without ddlay. It was, 
howaver,. mid-Septumber when I reache 
the camp.and I was pretty well worn out 
with the fatigues af the journey, and the 
privations [ had had to enduro, 

Ngi-lao reecived me well snd decided to 
retain mo, despite tho many, ,prophecics of 
his staif that I was an anasilitable person. 
Neo-lao has given me many a proof since 
that he never regretted the engagement, 
and'T, on,niy part, am perfectly sutisGed 
with the friendship generated between ws 
on our first meeting, and that has nover 
beon allowed to die. +Unfurtunately for 
mie, howover, J was placed under the ordérs 
of General Lin, 1 young and vain-glorious 
Hu-naniman who would not Jot me have 
my own way, wnd did not have sigucity 
enough to form suilable plans of his own 
for my guidance. We, however, managed to, 
rub along together despite tho irritation 
somet'mes apparent betwoon us, Ngo-lao 
was ovor ready to restore harmony between 
ug and to counsel Liu to place full contid- 
ence in mo, which the latter would not do, 
A rupture came, however, and Liu, flushed: 
with success, clamoured far inore troops 
aul gremter power, and, finally, presum- 
ing on the kindness of tho Com- 
manderin-chiol, entrusted his — com- 
mand to his Military Socrotary, whilst he 
went heme on leave for o month without 
noeking the permission of his chief. Ngo. 
tao was naturally incensed at this, and 
tried ta effeot a.-bald stroke by making wu 
demonstration in anbther quurter, sv as. lo 
nullify the evil affects of Lin's desortion.; 
but certain parties, ambitious for power, 
took advantage of our very successes to 
nuke fulse aceysations against Nyo-tao, 
and they used as a proof of their a¢cnsa- 
tions the fact of Liu‘s absunce from his 
camp.to his home in Hu-nan. Ngo-tao 
was, degraded and narrowly escaped being 
condemned to death. . The Corp was dis:

Poor Ngo-tao had’ the: grievious mortif- 
cation to return to Ssu-chuan in disgraco, 
shorn of his well-earned Jaurels, as a Iamb 
of her fleece, In Ssu-chuan, Nyo-tao had 
to linger for yoars, risking death: for the 
very moans of oxistonce, before his rank 
ani hononrs wore restored, and” ho then 
had to suffer a few years longer before get- 
ting employntent, even of x temporary na. 
ture. It waa not till 1877 that be got the 
appointment.of Superintendent ef the re- 
formed Salt Monopoly. In fuct, the whole 
service was handed to:him for applying the 
necessary roforms, 

His reforms of the Salt Revenue Dopart- 
ment ‘were considered satisfactory, and he 
then received the appointment of acting 
Ch'van-tung Lao, that is, Acting Lieuten.

und on the 18th Fob., the plaintiff owed to 
the bank or defenrant ou account of such. 
drawings.end purchases the sym bf $522.11, 
On that day the plaitit sunt the defun- 
dant: order fur $400 on account, The 
Races took placo-.on the 20th, 2let, 22nd 
and 28rd of Feb., and when the accounts 
wera made upit appeared that the plaintift 
attar paying the balance of $122.14 otill duo 
jo ‘tho bank! was w considerable winner. 
On some similar transaction of last year,) 
the plaintiff had been a lover, and ower thee 
defendant sume monies which the defend- 
aut now deducts; and ‘to this plaintiff 
makes no objection.

having a proper license, to extort and obtain 
money from the buatman.. ‘The Attorney 
General apprehended that if the jury were 
satisfied that ho had used this threat, or what 
amounted to a threat, aud that it was, buch 
a threat ag might reasonably be expected to 
induce a person in.the position af the 
boatman in thia caso ty give, under the 
compulsion of that threat, what he would 
not otherwise willingly give of his own 
mecord, would find the prisoner guilty of 
the charge. . 

His Lordship thought there might bo 
somo difficulty in finding the prisoner guilty 
of this chargo; aud, alter holding somo 
conversation with the Attorney Goneral, 
he addressed the rjury. Efe said his opi- 
nion with regard to a questiva of this sort 
was that where the uoney was obtained 
tho menaces should amount to something 
that might imperil the liorty of the peraon 
to whom: the menaces are uae. The pri- 
sgner hud no authority, and though ho 
solicited money there’ was never any dan- 
ger to the parson. fram: whori tho money 
was askod, Tho. prisoner was not u pulico 
constable ; he waa only coxswain of the 
Inspector of Junk’a boat and in a position 
of no authority, He had no power over 
the bontman and ho nover Jed hin tu 
believo that ho woutd represent that he 
had eonmitted, an offence. What seemed 
ta have hinppened was ‘this, If the beat 
man didnot give the prisoncr the money, 
the prisoner, if ever he found the boatman 
bivaking the law in any way, would inform 
against him, That hardly seemed to hia 
Lordship to eemo within the definition 
of the offence. If the boatman never. com.

would he nut be brotwht into Court, but 
he would not be in any danger from the
